In fact, its po pu latio n is o nly 
a millio n o r so sm aller th an New Yo rk S tate 
despite its territo ry being as large as th e United 
States. Th e Canadians enjo y giv ing th e impressio n 
o f eno rm o u s independence o f th e United States 
wh ich is neith er geo graph ically no r eco no mically 
po ssible. 
E. D. Fu lto n, M inister o f Ju stice o f Canada, 
cam e h ere recently to address th e A nti-Tru st Sec­ 
tio n o f th e New Yo rk S tate B ar Asso ciatio n. His 
speech is o f co nsiderable significance becau se o f 
th e div ergent v iews o f th e two co u ntries co ncern­ 
ing tru sts, cartels, su bsidiaries, and sto ck-selling 
firms. 
Alth o u gh Canada is o ppo sed to mo no po lies in 
restrain t o f trade, it h as to lerated ex po rt cartels 
particu larly as th ey affect th e United States. And 
alth o u gh F u lto n say s th a t C anada do es no t fav o r 
price-fix ing, h is statem ent is no t co nfirmed by ex ­ 
periences in th e paper and wh iskey m arkets. And 
alth o u gh Canada do es no t desire to see Americans 
swindled by Canadian ph o ny sto cks, th e fact is 
th a t su ch sto cks h av e been so ld to Americans.

No t o nly th is co u ntry bu t th e wh o le 
wo rld o v er h as ex perienced innu merable 
rev o lu tio ns since th en—po litical, eco no mic, 
scientific, as well as so cial. 
Bu t o ne th ing u nites u s with Wash ing­ 
to n and h is time, aside fro m th e f^ct th at 
we are th e inh erito rs o f th e natio h wh ich 
h e h elped fo u nd and no u rish . And th at is

A qu estio n wh ich reflects So me co nfu sio n h as 
been receiv ed fro m K. J. 
H e wo u ld like to kno w w h at th e difference is 
between seco ndary anemia and ju st plain anemia, 
and w h eth er th ere is a cu re fo r seco ndary anemia. 
Anemia is a fairly general term u sed to de­ 
scribe a situ atio n in wh ich th ere are fewer th an 
no rmal red blo o d cells in th e -blo o d, o r a less 
th an no rmal am o u nt o f co lo ring m a tte r (h emo ­ 
glo bin) in th e blo o d, o r a decrease in bo th . 
Co nsequ ently , since su ch ch anges can o ccu r fo r 
a v ariety o f reaso ns, anem ia alo ne as a diagno sis 
do cs no t mean v ery mu ch . 
Th ere are sev eral tech nical v arieties. Here it 
is su ..c ie n t to mentio n prim ary anem ia (wh ich is 
th e same as pernicio u s anemia) and sev eral v ari­ 
eties o f seco ndary anemia. Th e la tte r are mo re 
co mmo n and g e n e r a l l y refer to any kind o f 
anemia in wh ich blo o d h as been lo st fro m th e bo dy 
and inco mpletely replaced. 
Th e simplest fo rm o f seco ndary anemia, th ere­ 
fo re, is th at wh ich o ccu rs immediately fo llo wing 
su dden and ex tensiv e bleeding fro m su ch th ings 
as a cu t o r inju ry '. Of co u rse, similar lo ss o f blo o d 
can o ccu r fo r o th er reaso ns th an inju ry . Bu t in 
mo st su ch instances, if th e perso n is no rmal, th e 
blo o d is replaced rapidly . 
Ho wev er, repeated sessio ns o f bleeding, su ch 
as a no se bleed, can o ccu r at frequ ent interv als 
and resu lt in sev ere seco ndary anemia. 
In su ch cases, th e first step is to try to sto p 
th e bleeding Often it tu rns o u t to be qu ite a 
pro blem to track do wn w h ere th e lo ss o f blo o d 
is co ming fro m becau se it may h e gradu al and 
in small amo u nts. 
Bu t anemia can co me fro m m any th ings be­ 
sides lo ss o f blo o d. So me get anemic ju st becau se 
th ey do no t get eno u gh iro n in th eir fo o d. 
In all fo rms o f anemia, th e pro blem is to iden­ 
tify th e cau se and co rrect it. Often iro n prepara­ 
tio ns pro v e o f great h elp. In sev ere cases blo o d 
transfu sio ns can pro v e lifesav ing. 
With present kno wledge o f th e blo o d it h as been 
po ssible to resto re many perso ns to h ealth wh o 
migh t o th erwise h av e beco me ch ro nic inv alids o r 
ev en h av e died fro m th e resu lts o f th eir co nditio n. 
I believ e th at any o ne with anemia sh o u ld h e 
u nder a ph y sician’s care. So metimes anemia is a 
sy mpto n o f a serio u s co nditio n wh ich sh o u ld be 
treated pro mptly . O th er times it is so meth ing 
wh ich can be remedied co mparativ ely easily , o ften 
with great impro v ement in th e feeling o f well­ 
being o f th e perso n inv o lv ed. 
Anemia can* o ccu r at any age and is nev er 
so meth ing to trifle with .

In the midst of cold wars, space races 
and niultibillion-dollar budget hassels, the 
nation pauses once again to observe the 
anniversary of George Washington’s birth.

C A N A D A ’S PROBLEM S 


A lthough C anada is growing in population and 
w ealth, it is not grow ing fast enough to overtake 
the U nited States. In fact, its population is only 
a million or so sm aller th an N ew York S tate 
despite its territo iy being as large as the United 
S tates. T he C anadians enjoy giving the impression 
of enorm ous independence of the U nited S tates 
which is neither geographically nor economically 
possible. 
E. D. Fulton, M inister of Ju stice of Canada, 
cam e h ere recently to address the A n ti-T ru st Sec­ 
tion of the New Y ork S ta te B ar Association. His 
speech is ol considerable significance because ot 
the divergent views ot the two co u n tries concern­ 
ing tru sts, cartels, subsidiaries, an d stock-selling 
Arms. 
A lthough C anada is opposed to monopolies in 
re s tra in t ol trade it has tolerated ex p o rt cartels 
p articu larly as they affect the U nited States. And 
although Eulton says th a t C anada does not favor 
price-fixing, his sta te m e n t is not confirm ed by ex­ 
periences in the paper and w hiskey m arkets. And 
although Canada does not desire to see Americans 
swindled by C anadian phony stocks, the fact is 
th a t such stocks have been sold to Americans. 
W ith 
great politeness and 
a scholarly 
ap­ 
proach, Fulton m ade the point: 
‘‘Now it is accepted, of course, th a t in certain 
cases the courts of one country will direct decrees 
to 
persons 
within 
th eir 
territorial 
jurisdiction 
which will have effects beyond such jurisdiction, 
and will assum e jurisdiction in respect of certain 
activities 
taking 
place 
beyond 
such 
territorial 
jurisdiction. Nevertheless, the degree to wjiich, 
and tho purposes for which, the e x tra-territo rial 
application of the an ti-tru st laws has for some 
time now been asserted 
is causing serious mis­ 
givings in a n um ber of countries friendly to the 
United States, including Canada.” 
W hat this m eans, in effect, is th a t if an A m er­ 
ican com pany invests its capital in Canada, pro­ 
viding w ork lor C anadians and even buying its 
raw m aterials there, 
the C anadians resent the 
A m erican company having the right to determ ine 
the policy of its own subsidiaries. 
The 
case which 
Fulton cited 
is 
an action 
brought against G eneral Electric, W cstinghousc 
and N. V. Phillips Com pany in N ew York charg­ 
ing a violation o! the S hetm an A nti-T ru st Law. 
The alleged violation 
is that 
these companies 
through their subsidiaries in C anada have joined 
with C anadian companies in a p a te n t pool and 
that the p atent pool is. in effect, a cartel in re­ 
s tra in t of trade. Involved is com m erce between 
the U nited S tates and Canada. 
C anadian M inister of Justice F u lto n said: 
‘‘Needless to say, the real issue, for us, in an 
a n ti-tru st case such as this launched in the United 
States, is not the m erits or defects of the insti­ 
tutions or arra n g e m e n ts in Canada w hich the case 
seeks to alter. It is ra th e r th at in im portant 
aspects such eases a p p ear to be directed against 
a rra n g e m e n ts en tered

In such cases, the first step is to try to stop 
the bleeding O ften it turns out to bo quite a 
problem to track down where the loss of blood 
is coming from because it m ay be gradual and 
in sm all amounts. 
But anemia can como from m an y tilings be­ 
sides loss of blood. Some get anem ic just because 
they do not get enough iron in th eir food. 
In all forms of anem ia, the problem is to iden­ 
tify the cause and correct it. O ften iron p re p ara ­ 
tions prove of great help. In severe cases blood 
transfusions can prove lifesaving. 
W ith present knowledge of the blood it has been 
possible to restore m any persons to health who 
might otherw ise have become chronic invalids or 
even have died from the results of th eir condition. 
I believe th a t anyone with anem ia should be 
under a physician’s care. Som etim es anem ia is a 
sym pton of a serious condition w hich should be 
tieatr-d prom ptly. O th e r times it is som ething 
which can be rem edied com paratively easily, often 
w ith great im provem ent in the feeling of well­ 
being of the person involved. 
Anemia can* occur at any age and is never 
som ething to trifle with.

Late at night, cla nging bells 
sha tter the silence of New York 
City .

Lighted candles ap­ 
pear in front windows— another 
ordinance— “ . . . in order that 
the people shall pass through the 
streets with grea ter sa fety .” 
In the filling streets men are 
seen carry ing poles topped with 
gilded flame sy mbols. They are 
aldermen and other city officials. 
They join 4he w hite-ha tted fire 
wardens carry ing speaking trum­ 
pets, who will form the people 
into ranks for handling the buck­ 
ets and supply ing the fire en­ 
gines with water. 
From a large mansion near 
Franklin Square, a tall figure 
emerges, 
followed 
by 
severa l 
servants. In the confusion he is 
not recognized at first. Then a 
voice calls, ‘‘It’s the general. It's 
President W ashington.” 
Ignoring the ensuing cheers, 
W ashington 
hurries 
with 
the 
crowd to the scene of the fire. 
There he offers his strength to 
help man the long pump han­ 
dles, or "brakes,” of a fire engine 
or to lug the buckets of w a ter to 
feed the machine. 
Although there is no record of 
it, W ashington is said to have 
been an honorary member of the 
fire departm ent in N ew York 
City . Despite his exa lted position 
as 
President 
of 
the 
United 
Sta tes, he ran with the engines 
as often as possible, inspiring the 
firemen by the sight of the na­ 
tion’s first citizen laboring right

alongside them. 
W ashington’s interest in fire­ 
fighting was almost a passion in 
his 
life. 
His 
enthusia sm 
had 
much to do with the prestige and 
honor of volunteer fire depa rt­ 
m ents w'hich survives even to­ 
day . 
But W ashington was no ama­ 
teur "buff” or diletta nte. He was 


a practical and capable fireman 
who began his experience as a 
boy , living at his family home 
some 10 miles from Alexandria, 
Va. W ashington would dash to­ 
ward the villa ge whenever he 
spied 
smoke 
or 
the 
glowr 
of 
flames. Due to the distance, hovv- 
ever, y oung George often didn’t 
a rrive until a fire was over. 


In 
1750, 
when 
he 
was 
18, 
W ashington became a member of 
the Alexandria fire department. 
H e retained his interest in the 
organization throughout his ca ­ 
reer, even during the momentous 
and stirring day s of the Revolu­ 
tion. 
In 1774, while in Philadelphia 
as a delega te to the Continental 


Congress, he was elected an hon­ 
orary member of the Friendship 
Fire Company of Alexandria. He 
promptly took tim e to inspect 
the fire fighting equipment in 
Philadelphia and a y ea r later 
purchased 
an 
engine 
for 
80 
pounds (aBout $400) which he 
presented to Alexandria. 
The sa m e y ear, 1775, General 
W ashington was called upon to 
fight in a grea ter conflagration. 
At the end of the war, when 
W ashington led his ragged but 
victorious army into New York 
in 1783, he found the fire de­ 
partm ent in had condition. The 
entire force of firemen had eva c­ 
uated the city in 1776 as part of 
the American Army . The city 
still bore the signs of frequent 
and disastrous fires. 
W ashington, 
together 
w i t h 
Gov. George Clinton, ordered a 
strict inspection of all equipment 
and urged reorganization of the 
department on a more efficient 
basis. They also recommended 
passage of certain fire-prevention 
laws. 
W a shington'never lost his fire­ 
m a n’s enthusiasm. After serving 
two term s as president, he re­ 
tired to Mount Vernon and was 
again enrolled in the Alexandria 
department. He became a fa ­ 
miliar figure at fires. 
Once, riding through Alexan­ 
dria, accompanied by his Negro 
body so n a n t, he came upon the 
Friendship 
Company , 
just 
a t­ 
ta cking a fire. He noticed that 
although the engine’s pump was 
spa rsely 
manned, 
a 
group of 
well-dressed, 
able-bodied 
men 
stood idly watching the blaze. 
Sha king 
his

Have Price Index 
On Living Costs

NEW YORK (AP)—George and 
Martha Washington didn’t have a 
government consumer price index 
to tell them if their living costs 
were rising. 
They never even heard of that 
sort of government activity . A lot 
of the things y ou buy cost them 
much less. A lot of things y ou use 
they never heard of. 
The government has just told us 
that it cost a bit more to live in 
J anuary than it did in December. 
Cost Hard to Compute 
The classic way of comparing 
today ’s high prices with the past 
is to ask: How much did a dozen 
eggs, a quart of milk, a loaf of 
bread coast in President Washing­ 
ton s day ? The answers are count­ 
ed upon to floor y ou. 
But look at it for a moment. 
Mrs. 
Washington 
had 
bread 
baked in her own kitchen. The 
cost — involving free or slave la­ 
bor — is hard to compute. If she 
had bought a loaf in the store, 
it wouldn’t have been sliced, nor 
stuffed with vi t a m i n s (about 
which she knew only instinctive­ 
ly ), nor wrapped in waxed paper. 
Mrs. 
Washington 
probably did 
not buy milk in the store or from 
a delivery man. If she had. it 
w'ouldn’t have been in either bot­ 
tles or cartons, and certainly not 
pasteurized or homogenized. 
If she ever bought eggs in a 
store they wouldn’t have been tip­ 
toe in a carton, and candled and 
dated to guarantee they wouldn’t 
hatch before she used them.
